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MEMORANDA. 
SEPTEMBER QUARTER, 1924. 


Population of New South Wales.—The population of the State of New 
South Wales on 30th June 1924, was—males, 1,135,873 ; females, 
1,092,417; total, 2,228,290. The increase since 30th June, 1923, was 
37,268, and since the census in April, 1921, 126,322. 


Vital Statistics—September Quarter, 1924.—New South Wales——The births 
registered in September quarter numbered 13,933, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 25:01 per 1,000 of population; and the deaths, 5,685, which is 
equivalent to 10:21 per 1,000 of population. The annual rate per 1,000 
population of the 4,153 marriages registered was 7°47. Compared with 
the average of the September quarter of the preceding five years the 
death rate was 14 per cent., the marriage-rate was 7 per cent., and the 
birth-rate 6 per cent. lower. 

Sydney and Suburbs.—-Vhe births registered in September quarter 
numbered 5,731, equivalent to a rate of 23°37 per 1,000 of population pex 
annum ; of the total, 2,871 were males and 2,860 females. The rateis 5 per 
cent. below the average of September quarter of the previous five years. 

The deaths in September quarter numbered 2,579, namely, 1,337 males 
and 1,242 females. The mortality rate of 10°51 per 1,000 of population 
per annum is 10 per cent. below the quinquennial rate for the September 
quarter. The deaths were below the average in all age-groups. 

The infantile mortality (deaths under 1 year) was 55°6 per 1,000 
births, and is 16 per cent. below the average for the September quarter 
of the previous five years. 

Trade of New South Wales.—Jmports— The Oversea Impoits into New 
South Wales during the September quarter, 1924, were valued at 
£15,204,390, and show an increase in value of £1,124,442 or 7-1 per 
cent. in comparison with the corresponding quarter of the previous year. 
Separating merchandise from gold (bullion and specie), the imports of 
merchandise increased by £1,123,842, and gold increased by £600. 
The total oversea imports for the year ended 30th June, 1924, were 
£58, 225.040, an increase of £3,214,957 in comparison with the previous 
financial year. 

Exports—-The Oversea Exports from New South Wales during the 
September quarter, 1924, amounted to £9,395,748 being an increase in 
value of £2,648,890 or 39-2 per cent., as compared with the corresponding 
quarter of the previous year. Separating merchandise from gold 
(bullion and specie), the exports of merchandise increased by £2,568,814 
and the gold exports increased by £80,076. For the year ended 30th 
June, 1924, the total oversea exports were £45,107,864, being an increase 
of £525,942 compared with the figures of the previous financial year. 

Imports at Sydney.—Excluding imports from ports of New South Wales, 
the imports (oversea and interstate) at Sydney in September quarter, 
1924, were valued at £20,536,848. The following is a summary of the 
imports and transhipments :—-

During the financial year ended 30th June, 1924, the Oversea Imports at 
the port of Sydney were valued at £56,660,490, and the Interstate Im-. 
ports by sea at Sydney were £22,880, 555, and the State seaward Imports 
£11,297,935, the total value of allimports at Sydney, excluding tranship- 
ments, being £90,838,980. For the same period the tonnages of the gouds 
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imported were as follows :—Oversea, 1,455,720; Interstate, 697,728 } 
State, 1,942,28; Total, 4,095,736; and the transhipments—Oversea, 
160,661; Interstate, 153,854; State, 45,922; Total, 3€0,417. 


Public Finances—Consolidated Revenue Accounts.—The preliminary state- 
ments of the Public Accounts show that the revenue for the 
September quarter, 1924, was £8,574,898, being an increase of £481,552 

"as compared with September quarter, 1923. 

Principal increases of revenue during the quarter ended 30th Septem- 
ber, 1924, over the corresponding quarter of the previous year were: 
Income Tax, £149,750 ; Stamp Duties, £63,726; Railways, £131,186! 
Tramways, £32,258; Motor Vehicle Tax, £20,005; Betting Taxes, 
£10,775 ; Forestry—Sales, &e., £14,523. 

Lhe expenditure during September quarter, 1924, was £9,714,204, an 
increase of £299,197, as compared with September quarter of previous 
year. 

There were increases of expenditure during the September quarter, 
1924, over the corresponding quarter of the previous year, of—Govern- 
mental, £181,053 ; and Interest, £107,100. 

Loan Expenditure.—The following table shows the net Lean Expenditure 
during the years ended 80th June, 1923 and 1924, and the quarters 
ended 30th September, 1923 and 1924 :—

Treding Banks.—The banking returns for September quarter, 1924, in com- 
parison with the previous quarter, show an increase in deposits, including 
Commonwealth Savings Bank Deposits of £2,197,459, and were 
£2,430,122 less than in September quarter, 1923. 

Advances in September quarter, 1924, were £5,224,853 more 
than in June quarter, 1924, and £1,581,650 more than in September, 
quarter, 1923.

The proportion of coin, bullion, and Australian notes to total liabilities 
- at 30bh September, 1924, was 20°2 per cent. 
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Gold Production.—The gold yield during September quarter, 1924, was 
5,118 oz. fine, valued at £21,738, and showed a decrease of 1,038 oz. 
fine, and £4,412 in value, compared with September quarter, 1923. 


Land Selections.—In the quarter ended 80th September, 1924, there were 
330 applications for 248,866 acres for original holdings under 
the Crown Lands Acts, Closer Settlement Acts, and Returned 
Soldiers’ Settlement Act; and 201,393 acres, representing 472 
blocks, were set apart for original holdings, which include areas 
for returned soldiers. During the year ended 30th June, 1924, 
the number of applications was 1,353, and the area applied for 
1,213,731 acres. The lands set apart for original holdings in the 
year were 1,199,013 acres, representing 1,428 blocks. 


Retail Prices, Sydney.—From the information collected as to average 
retail prices of food and groceries in Sydney, it appears that during 
September, 1924, the prices of meat were 42 per cent. higher than in 
July, 1914; other food and groceries were 52 per cent. higher} 
and the prices for the two combined were 49} per cent. higher. 


The general level of prices showed an increase of } per cent. as 
compared with the previous month (August). Prices of meat were 
1 per cent. higher than in August, and food and groceries were } per 
cent. dearer. Butter, bacon, tea, rice, jam, onions and kerosene 
were dearer, while eggs, cheese, coffee, flour, oatmeal and potatoes 
were cheaper. 


Compared with the corresponding month (September) of 1925, meat 
was 15 percent. cheaper; other food and groceries were 10} per cent. 
cheaper; and the two combined were 11} per cent. cheaper. 


The commodities for which the price levels are computed are those 
in every-day consumption. 


Wholesale Prices.—During the September quarter, 1924, the general level 
of wholesale prices remained practically the same, and is now 3] per 
cent. lower than the highest point reached in July, 1920. 


During the quarter there was an increase of 4 per cent. in the index 
number of textiles, etc., while dairy produce decreased by 6 per cent. 
All other groups remained practically: unaltered. 


Of the 100 commodities used in forming the index numbers, 56 
commodities remained unchanged during the September quarter, 
20 increased, and 24 became cheaper. 


New Buildings.—Metropolis.—According to returns supplied by the 
several Town Clerks, the number of new buildings erected in the 
Metropolis during the nine months ended 30th September, 1924, num- 
bered 7,957 as compared with 8,805 during the nine months ended 
30th September, 1923. 


The suburbs in which the greatest activity was evident were :— 
Canterbury (with 1,009 new buildings), Randwick (with 912), Willoughby 
(with 717), and Waverley (with 546). 


Country Municipalities.—During the nine months ended 30th 
September, 1924, permission was granted in country Municipalities 
to erect 4,602 new buildings, of the value of £2.945,772 as compared 
with 4,714, of a value of £2,957,361, during the nine months ended 
30th September, 1923. 

Meteorology.—The rain in July was above normal on the north coast, the 


northern tablelands, and north-west and central-western slopes and 
plains, but much of the western division and parts of western Riverina 
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received Jess than half-an-inch, and there were shortages in centrak 
coastal areas and central tablelands. Frosts were extensive and frequent 
during the month, and snow fell on the extreme southern tablelands. 
Tn August, the persistent rain in the north-east quarter and in Queens- 
land caused considerable rises in the river Darling and its tributaries. 
Floods occurred in the Murray and Murrumbidgee between the 27th 
and 29th August causing loss of stock and damage to the Hume weir 
construction work. 

‘The greater part of the western division, the plains, Riverina, slopes 
and tablelands received more than the usual August rainfall, but there 
was less over the coastal division and eastern slopes. During September 
very good rains were recorded over most of the State, but there were 
some severe squalls and hailstorms in various inland places. Frosts 
were experienced on the highlands and snow fell on the southern table- 
lands and on the Blue Mountains. 


Labour Conditions in September Quarter, 1924.—The following particulars 
in regard to employment and industrial dislocations have been taken 
from reports of the Department of Labour and Industry :— 


Employment.—The Director of the State Labour Exchanges reports 
that at the end of September there were about 6,000 persons out of 
work in the metropolitan district, and about 4,000 in the country 
districts. The persons affected by unemployment included fitters 
and turners, engine-drivers and firemen, boilermakers, brickmakers, 
bricklayers, carpenters and electrical-workers, motor-body builders, wool 
and basil workers, textile workers. tailors, carters, journalists, and 
theatrical employees. There was a scarcity of plasterers, tilers, and 
plumbers in the building trades, and of women for domestic work. 


During the September quarter, 10,940 men and 1,100 women 
applied at the State Labour Exchanges for employment; 7,819 men 
and 2,422 women were sought by employers through the agency of 
the Exchanges, and 7,049 men and 1,553 women were placed in 
positions. In the previous quarter 8,€02 persons apphed for 
employment, 7,196 positions were made available, and 6,193 persons 
were placed in positions. 

Dislocations.—During the September quarter 52,647 employees were 
involved in industrial dislocations owing to disputes, and the total 
loss amounted to 170,884 working days. In the previous quarter 
34,905 employees were involved, with the loss of 112,894 days. 

Changes in Wages.—There were practically no changes in wages 
during the September quarter, 1924.

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No. 50.—New South Wales Wheat Areas, 1924. 


The following estimate has been based upon reports received from wheat growers throughout the 
State. The total area sown was 3,913,700 acres, of which 3,400,000 acres are to be harvested for grain 
and 513,700 acres cut for hay. 

As compared with the area sown in 1923, there was an increase of 4,260 acres, or rather more 
than °] per cent. 

The area to be reserved for grain is 485,930 acres more than was harvested in the preceding year, 
and is the largest area for grain since 1916-17, when 3,806,604 acres were harvested. 

The rainfall during the early months of this year generally favoured the agricultural industry. 
During February, over the wheat belt it ¥as above the average, and in April good falls enabled ploughing 
to be conducted under favourable conditions. In May the rainfall was generally deficient, but during June 
the wheat lands were again favoured by ample showers, and in July the falls were evenly distributed. 
During the last week in August the rain recorded raised the monthly average considerably above the 
normal and practically ensured a good harvest. 

All the divisions in the Tablelands and Slopes, with the exception of the North-western Slope, 
showed a decreased area under wheat. According to reports from several collectors this was to some 
extent due to the substitution of sheep for wheat owing to the high prices obtained for wool, and in all 
probability to the poor yields of wheat obtained during the past two seasons. 

In the North and Central Plains and in the Riverina, however, the area sown exceeded that of 
last year, the increases being—North-Central Plain 7,110 acres, Central Plains 3,€60 acres, and Riverina 
27,320 acres. 

In 1923 wheat was grown on 17,799 holdings; in the current season 17,517 growers have 
furnished returns, a decrease of 282, or of 1°6 per cent.
